as to allow four or five weeks between 
the first and last sowing. Some seasons 
herp riidy be sowed as early as the first 
of April. Frosts midy destroy it, bat 
if sowed too early, may 
considerably checked by a succession of 
cold ey weather after the a gots 
up is will have the effect o 
venting it from attaining the height to 
which it ought to grow, and will consid- 
ably reduce the yield per acre. There 
is, however, not much datiger of this, if 
not sowed before the 10th of April. If 
the last sowing be on the 20th of May, 
there will be a period of forty days be- 
tween the first and last sowing. This 
will produce stich a difference in the 
period of ripening, as to give sufficient 
time for cutting and ricking. 

The time for cutting or pulling hemp 
is indicated by the leaves of the hemp 
becoming — and most of them drop- 
ping off. 
this period, it will be found that some of 
the blossom sialks will have entirely 
shed their leaves, and begun to turn of 


hue. When this discovery is made, no 
time should be lost in cutting or pulling 
the Lemp. But it may stand a week lop. 
ger without any material injury, excerpt 
that the blossom hemp will not take so 
good a rot, and will be somewhat worse 
to break. 

There is still some difference of opid. 
ioti as to the best mode of securing hemp 
after it i¢ ripe. Pulling is still practiced 
by some, and it ig probable more lint can 
be saved in that way thad by cutting. 
It is certain that by cuttidg sortie lint 
will be lost, as with the utmost caré two 
or three inches next the ground must be 
lost. On the other hand, many advan- 
‘tages attend the cutting of hemp, which 
ell more than overbalance this loss. 
Cutting is more expeditious than pulling. 
There is considerably less weight to haa. 
dle in all the subsequent operations, such 
as takiag up and binding, loading, and 
hauling out to spread for rotting, again 
taken up and shocking, aad finally, the 
trouble and expense of breaking (the 
price of bfeaking pulled hemp being 
considerable higher). Io all these oper- 
ations the roots are very much in the 
way, and particularly so in spreading, 
and considerably igtrease the time re- 
quisite for going through the various 
manipleations the hemp must undergo. 
In a werd, when hemp is cut, the heaip 
grower can manage a much larger crop, 
which will greatly more than counter- 
balance the loss by ie To this 
should be fadded, that cut hemp makes 
superior lint, and will always have a 
prelerence ever that which has been 
pulled, because of the coarse bark which 
comes off that part of the stalk noar the 

round forming a part of the lint of the 
atier. Anoiliet advadiage in favor of 
cutting is, that the roots and stubble, 
when plougtied under, have a teadeticy 
to teridet the soil light, and whea decom. 
— forms a sight dressing of manure. 

hese considerations should give a de- 
cided preference to cuiting over pulling 
of hemp. With hemp hooks, tolerable 
hands will cut, on an average, half an 
acre each; with cradling scythes, ( W. 
bea Larimore’s) an acre may be cut with 
each, by good hands, in hemp aot exceed- 
ing six or seven feet high. If hemp is 
coarse or taller than seven feet, it can- 
not be well managed with scythes. This 
instrument requires a smoothe botiom io 
do work. 
hea hemp is cut or pulled, it should 
be spread on the ground, keeping the but 
ends even, and ld be suffered to lie 
ull well cured. This will require a 
week, or somewhat less; if the weather 
‘ts clear and warm. If it get a rain, in 
the meantime, it will be an advantage, 
as it will cause the leaves more readily 
to leave the stalks. 
| There are different modes of treatin 
the hemp crop after it is cut and nee 
By some the leaves are beat off, and 
without binding it in sheaves, it is put in 
shocks, tying two bands round each, one 
near the top and the other about eighteen 
inches lower down. In this condition u 
is suffered to remain till the proper peri- 
od for spreading it oul to rot.

The second practice, where the ledves 
are beat off, is objectionable, because of 
the great increase of labor, the process 
of beating off leaves being very slow 
and tedious; and whan the lesves are no! 
beat off, though there is not so mach ex- 
tra labor, if the weather is favorable, yet 
there is danger in the emp being seri 
ously injured if there should be much 
rain. The rain will ually penetrate 
the shocks to the very centre, and, in 
consequerice of the leaves being backed 
so closely, the shocks cannot dry without! 
opening them and loosening the tops of 
each sheaf. And while drying, there 
will be & risk of again getting wet from 


rain. is therefore, more ob. 
jectionable beating off the leaves 
before shocking. 


I am satisfied, from 
actual expermient,diiaving tried all these 

different methods) that the best Way of 
manag:ng hemp. after it is cut and cured 
is to and rick it as hereioafter de. 
scribed. without beating the leaves off, 

for the cover. 

If the hemp be well cured and ricked, 
when perfectly dry, maay of the leaves 
will, shatter off in the process of ricking. 
Most of those remaining on the bemp 
will shake off when it is hauled out and 
spread. it isan advantage to have the 
leaves pretty well separated from the 
stalks, before or at the time of spreadi 
out to rot. But this object will be su 
cieritly attained by the haddling of the 
bemip if the dafierent processes of bind- 
ing, haulhog out, and spreading.

Besides 
the ground is benefitted by being covered 
with the hemp while rotting. 

If spredd on meddow nd, much 
of the grass will be injured by burning 
the hemp shives; and if the hemp is not 
sufficiently watered before the grass 
spridgs up emiong it, it will not obtain a 
rot, and may be seriously injured. 

The best time for spreading hemp is 
in the .moath of December. It then re- 
ceives what is called “a wintet rot;” and 
‘makes the lint of the hemp a light color, 
end its quality better than if spread out 
early. But where a farmer has a large 
crop, it is desirable to hate a part of bu 
hemp ready to take up late id December 
that he may commence in Jan- 
juary. To accomplish this object, @ part 
of his crop may be spread about the mid- 
of October. It would not be prudent: 
be spread earlier, as hemp will not obtain 
a good rot if spread out when the weather 
is warm. 

The experienced hemp~grower is at no 
loss to tell whea hemp is sufficiently wa- 
tered. A trial of a portion of it on the 
break, will be the best test for those who 
have not had much experience. When 
sufficient!) watered, the stalks of the 
hemp lose that hard sticky appearance or 
feel which pe Be or till the process is 
completed. lint also begins to separ- 
ate from the stalk, and the fibres will show 
themselves somewhat like the striugs of « 
fiddie bow, attached to the stalk at two 
distant points, and separate in the middle. 
This is a sure indication that the hemp 
basa rot.

When hemp jg fit to be 
taken ia, it should be immediately put io 
shocks, without binding, of suitable size. 
[f it ie dry, the Shocks should be iggmedi- 
ately tied, with a hemp band, by drawing 
the tops as closely together as possible, ia 
order to prevent the rain from wetting the 
inside. if carefully put up and tied, they 
will turn rdin completely. Each shock 
should be large enough to produce from 
fifty to sixty pounds of liot. If the hemp 
should be considerably damp, when taken 
up, the shocks should be left untied at the 
tops until they have tinw to dry. If 
shocks are not well put up, they are lia- 
ble to blow dewn oy a strong wind. To 
guard against this, it is desirable, when 
commencing 1 shock, to tie a band around 
the first armful or two Utat may be set 
up, and then raise up the parcel so tied, 
and beat it well against the ground, so as 
to make it Staod firmly, in a perpendicular 
direction. The baladce of the shock 
should now be set regularly around the 
part as herein directed. If hemp be 
fully shocked, it will receive little or no 
injury till the weather becomes warm.— 
In the meantime it éhouid be broke out as 
rapidly as possible. Ifthe opetation be com- 
pleted by the middle of April, no materia! 
loss will be sustained. If delayed to a la- 
ter peried, more or lets loss of lint will be 
the consequence. Cobol, frosty weather is 
much the best for hemp-breaking. In 
that state of the weather, if the hemp is 
» first rate hands on the common 
hemp break. will clean two hundred pounds 
per day, upon an average. Two of my 
best hands. during the past reason, for 
every day they broke, favorable and un- 
favorable, averaged one hundred and eigh- 
ty six pounds. Two others, who are 
young meo and not full hands, avtra 
one hundred and forty four pounds. ‘The 
ordinary task for hands is one hundred 
pounds. Over work is paid for at the us- 
ual price of creaking. 

Many efforts have been miade to clean 
hemp by machioery, but hitherto without 
success. At least no method has yet 
been discovered, that answers as well as 
the common hand break. This is so com- 
monly in use as to render its description 
unnecessary. 

Good hemp land, in Mason county, will, 
upon an average, in ofdinary seasons, 
yield a ton (2,250 Ibs.) for every three 
acres. In favorable seasons, and u 
first rate ground, | liave known over 1,200 
pounds per acre produced. But this is « 
very uncommon yield, Five acres of my 
year’s crop, measured and Sroke out 
bv itself, veed 4,911 pounds, equal to 
028 pounds per acre, though my crop Was 
considerably shortened by the dry season. 

The success with which hemp cao be 
raised on the same ground, for a nuaiter 
of years, is very remarkable. ‘T’hete is 
scarcely any otlier crop, that will not de-~ 
teriorate the soil, by being grown on the 

. for a succession of years. 

The Faqier’s Guide states, upon good 
authority, that “thirteea or fourteen suc- 
cessive crops were taken from the same 
field, and that the last was the best.” 
have no doubt of the correctness of this 
statendent, because it confdrmd to my own 
experience. A field containing twelve 
and a half acres, upon which nine or ten 
successive crops huve been grown, pro- 
duced last season 9,809 pounds of hemp, 
equal to 788 pounds per acre, though the 
seasoa had becomes very dry some time 
before the hemp had attained its growth. 
This was quite as good a yield, taking into 
consideration the wofavorableness of the 
season; as | ever tiad from the same 
ground.
